Form of Government for Conguered
Republics Has Been De-
elded Upon.

LONDON, June 12.—10:50 p, m—It 1s
learned by the Associated Press that the
government bas at last declded on a plan for
the <ivil settlement of South Africa. The
detalls are kept mest  secret, but |t can
sufely be stated that the Orange River col-
ony and the Transvaal will become crown
colonles. Sir Alfred Miloer, it l& declared,
is to be high commissioner of South Africa
in splite of the opposition he hes Incurred.
